The June Bise Going Down u th 


Musiaaippl. 


Speaking of the high wfcter in the 


Mississippi at St Louis, the Post-Dis- 
patch of last evening made the follow 
ing announcement: 


The worst is over. That is the higb 


water will not attain a higher notch than 
it has already accomplished. The gauge 
registered this morning at 34.3, or a fall 
of three-tenths of a foot during the past 
twenty-four hours. 1'he Missouri river 
us falling from Kansas City to tbe mouth, 
and the Mississippi falling from La- 
crosse to St. Louis. Above these points 
on both rivers a slight rise is reported. 
Owing to the fact that the Lamoine, 
Gasconade and Osage rivers an faUinj 
rapidly, and taking into consideration 
that the Jnne rise reported coming down 
from the mountains will not reach the 
lower Mississippi for at least five days, 
the water will have receded sufficiently 
to render it impossible for the melting 
of the mountain mow to do any far- 
ther damage, and it is hardly proba- 
ble that 
the Jnne rise will effect 


th,e SJ68811* et"«e of the "«<*r »t 
all. The streams above that have been 
feeding the Mississippi are within their 
banks once more and no further trouble 
from high water is anticipated at this 
point. The Mississippi was never before 
known to remain as stationary daring 
the high-water season, and from the rise 
reported on both the Upper Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers, the river at this 
point will likely continue to remain sta- 
tionary for some days to come, although 
no fears are entertained that it will show 
another rise. Tbe outlook is distressing 
to the hundreds of laborers who were 
thrown out of employment nearly a 
month ago, and who will not be able to 
resume work until the water subsides, 
and the factories are enabled to once 
more commence operations. As it will 
likely be two weeks before the factories 
and other enterprises that have been and 
are yet submerged can resume, distress 
and destitution will continue to be heard 
of from many families who were in mod 
erate circumstances before tbe high 
water played sad havoc with their hum- 
ble abodes.
